many persons speak and write so glibly 
these days, still I have a few commons 
sense ideas upon the subject, derived 
rom observation and experience, which 
I will express to you for what they are 
orth. An irredeemabie paper car- 
ency based exclusively upon the credit 
of the government, either state or fed- 
eral, without a specific specie fand pro- 
vided far its resumption, is ag anmiti- 
gatedeTil It begets extravagance, un- 
settles the value of property, encourages 
legitimate speculation, demoralizes 
society, and sabjects those who are en, 
in honest, legitimete business 
the mercy of reckless specula 
tors, who live sand thrive by the 
ex sion, and contraction of that ir- 
eemabie paper currency, to the 
great detriment of the laboring 
and producing classes of the country. 
When | speak of a specific specie fund 
for the redemption of the bills issued 
the government to circulate as 
money, I mean that constitutional 
pecie, which is made a legal tender iu 
payment of debis, to wit: gold and sil- 
ver. What amount of specie 
should be specifically approppri- 
by the government for the re- 
emption of its bills so as to prevent 
epreciation, is a question about which 
men may differ, but probably one dol- 
lar in epecie for three in paper, as was 
he rule in our state banks before the 
war, backed by the credit of the gov- 
ernment, would be sufficient for that 
purpose. Without the appropriation 
of a specific specie fund for tue redemp- 
tion of the bills issued by the govern- 
ment, they would be nothing more than 
mere bills of credit, like the old 
continental — so calied. The 
pecific specie fund as the basis of the 
isgue of the bilis of the government 
(commonly called greenbacks) is the 
balauce wheel which is so indispensa- 
bly necessary to prevent depreciation, 
The reason why greenbacks have not 
depreciated any more than they have, 
1s due to the fact that the government 
has constantly kept on hand a large 
amount of specie collected from import 
duties —withdraw from the government 
the specie fund which it receives from 
duties on imports, and let ite bill reat 
alone upon its general credit, a very 
different state of things would exist. 
Some years past 'n [his state, to remedy 
the hard times, the Central bank expe-« 
riment was tried, and its bills were 
issued on the general credit of the state 
without providing any specific specie 
fund for the redemption thereof, and 
the result was that the bill depreci« 
ated in value nearly Uliy cents on 
the dollar, notwithstanding’ the 
credit of Georgia at that time, was 
quite as good as that of the federal 
guveroment at this time.

BLUMBERING STATESMEN.

Our figures for 1565 were, we coniess, 
inaccurate; ovr wise ex-cenator 
was in that respect cor- 
rect; and owe are compelled 
to turther confess that even the forgor- 
ing figures do net show the extent of 
oyr currency; for they do not include 
the amount cf state bank notes which 
were in circulation in 1865 —a very 
considerable amount, and one that we 
have no means of ascertaining. If that 
amount were adiled, it would probably 
appear that inetead of exaggerating the | 
paper circulation of 1865 one thousard 
millions, we understated it nearly, if 
not quite, three hundred millions of 
dollars.

amount of the reserves of the national 
banks, nor the amcunt that is hoarded 
in anticipation of resumption un- 
der the termsof theexistingact. They 
do not show the number of new States, 
the ircrease of population since 1860, 
nor the constant!y increasing wants 
and neceesities of the people witb an 
extended trade and commerce. An 
adequate volume c{ currency now must, 
if there is any growth at all in the 
coust7y, be an inadequate one hereaf- 
ter. In a word, the gov- 
ernment has taken away with 
unparalleled violence the money of the 
people, when their wants dictate the 
opposite course.

DEATH OF A DISTINGUISHED GEORGIA 
LADY, 

C@ne by one the old landmarks of 
Georgia society are being removed to 
make place forthe new. One by one 
the golden links that bind the busy 
present to the sacred and silent past 
are being snapped asunder, Soon there 
will be left to the generation of to-day 
oply the memory of their godlike vir- 
tues and noble deeds—left to inspire a 
loftier ambition, tv impart a higher civ~ 
ilization, to eliminate the dross from 
the pure gold of humanity and to ele- 
vate the soul into the likeness of its. 
Creator. Thus may the sorrows of life 
be improved by the lasting benefit of 
the bereaved. 

Yhere were few in this community 
who were not both surprised and 
shocked to read :n the morning papers 
of Tuesday last, eo invitation to attend 
the funeral of Mrs. A. P. Hill, the ven- 
erable and greztiy beloved widow of 
the late Judge E:dward Y. Hill, at 10 
o’ciock of that day. The tidings fell 
upon the ears of friends wholly with~ 
ou! warning. Late the evening previ- 
ous, ehe was seer! by many in the full 
enj»yment of her accustomed health 
an‘ indomitable elasticy of spirit. They 
hastened to the house of mourning 
half doubting tie painful sews, and 
found that it was, alas, tootrue, Just 
before dark she descended to the base~ 
ment of her dwelling to direct in some 
domestie duty, upon reachirpg which, 
she sank into a cbair,a se: vant alone.be- 
ing presentand exciaimed, “Lord, have 
mercy upon me!

The maiden name of Mra. Hill, we 
learn, was Annabella P, Dawson. She 
was sister to Rev. John E. Dawson, a 
Baptist minister of note, and a relative 
of Hon. Wm. C. Dawson. Her parents 
emigrated from Y irginia to Georgia,and 
se‘tled in the town of Madison, Mor- 
gan county, where she was born Mareh 
13:h, 1811. The facilities for education 
being very limited in Georgia at that 
day, she was sent early to Columbia, 
Scoatn Carolina, where she remained at 
the celebrated boarding school ot Misses 
Blackburn until she had attained her 
Sixteenth year, when she returned to 
Georgia and soon intermarried with 
Edward Young Hill, Eeq., then a rising 
young lawyer residing at Monticello, 
Jasper county. Her husband possessed 
many brilliant qualities of mind,united 
with a person both handsome and en- 
gegivg, and soon attained to eminence 


and independeree. Both young and

The family home at LaGrange 
was the abode of a genuiae friend- 


ship, and 8 hospitality as refined 
as it was boundiess. The old and 
‘the young delighted to share its 
good cheer, and what was still more at- 
tractive, the society of its intelligent, 
warm hearted inmates. The breaking 
up of such a home was a social calam- 
ity, and universally regretted, for its 
porsessors were respected and loved by 
all, 

Mrs. Hill remained at the family 
mansion in LaGrange until the close of 
the war, when, bereft of husband, sons, 
and even fortune, she repaired to 
southwestern Georgia and spent some 
vears in the family of a beloved daugh- 
ter. Butan inactive Jife did not suit 
her temperament or satisfy her sense 
oi duty. The office of principal of the 
Orphans’ free school at Atlanta, under 
the auspices of the trustees of the Geor-. 
gia state lottery, was tendered to her. 
Her frieuds protested that she would 
be well provided for without personal 
labor at her time of life, but all to no 
purpose. Her lofty spirit could not 
brook dependence, and here was an 
opportunity of doing good—of assisting 
othera who could not help themselves. 
She promptly accepted, and in the 
year 1869 came ‘to Atlanta and or- 
ganized the institution which 
has been such a blessing to buns 
dreds of our destitute orphans. Her 
entire time was devoted to the care and 
education of these fatherless ones, and 
with a system and intelligence that 
was productive of the happiest results. 
She governed her little flock by the law 
of love, and they all regarded her as a 
mother. Though not in perfect health 
she continued in this useiul work until 
the lottery was abolished by law and 
the echvol brought to a close. Her 
motto was, “It is better to wear out 
than to rust out ;” and her practice ever 
c_-nformed_to the precept. 

To il!ustrate the character and record 
the good deeds of this excellent lady 
would require more space than we 
bave at ourcommand. Suffice it to say 
that she was distinguished in all the 
elements of mind and person that go to 
makeupa perfect woman. She was 
reared in affluence and ata boarding- 
school; entered upon the stern duties 
of mariied life, as it were, an untrained 
child; yet, by the power of a superior 
intellect, cultured and chastened, un« 
tiring industry, and a strong will to dis- 
charge every duty,combined with an 
executive talent truly wonderful in a 
woman, there was not a sphere in life 
that she did not fill with a success that 
commanded the admiration of all who 
knew her. Asan author, ehe was grace. 
ful, vigorons and clear. She was queen 
alike of the parlorand kitchen, and her 
book on domestic economy is among 
the best that has come from an Ameri-« 
can pen. As a wife, she commanded 
the respect, love, and even idolatry of 
aman of superior taste and discern- 
ment. As a mother, no sacrifice was 
too great tor herto make. As a mem- 
ber of society, none could perform its 
duties more gracefully, or make others 
more happy. As a teacher, she was in- 
telligent, discriminating, zealous, and 
patient. As a philanthropist, her efforts 
were limited only by her ability to do 
good to others, As a Christian, though 
tempted by many ills to murmur at the 
Dispensing Hand, she bore all the allot- 
ments of life with a fortitude that was 
heroic, with a cheerfulnes which earth 
bas no power to inspire. Threugh a 
long life and its many temptations she 
whas a never-varying beacon light and 
a guide for others. 

She has fought a good fight, and en« 
tered upon the rest reserved for those 
that are faithful to the end.
